“a person of interest” in the 
investigation.

I KNOW WHO KILLED MY SISTER NATALIE 



‘why doesn’t he want the 
truth to come out?’ 
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HE wounds left by the loss of Natalie 
Wood still bleed for her long-suffer- 
ing sister. 

But with the official investigation 
into her mysterious drowning nearing a 
spectacular climax, Lana Wood is now 
begging Los Angeles District Attorney 
Jackie Lacey to arrest Robert 
Wagner in the death of his late 
wife! 

In a bombshell open letter to 
Lacey, obtained exclusively by 
The National ENQUIRER, Lana 
penned: “I am writing to plead 
with you to consider pressing 
charges against Robert Wag- 
ner. 

“It has recently come to my 
attention that (detectives) feel 
very strongly they have suf- 
ficient evidence implicating 
Wagner in her death, but, that 
your office feels it is only cir- 
cumstantial and therefore will 
not move forward.” 

Lana continued: “Is there 
something I do not under- 
stand?

In November 2011, the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Department announced 
it was reopening the investigation into 
Natalie’s 1981 drowning. 

At the time, police said Wagner was not 


a suspect, and Lana told then-CNN 
host Piers Morgan: “I can’t imagine 
that he (Wagner) purposely would 
have done anything to hurt Natalie. 
However, I know things happen when 
there is too much drinking and fight- 
ing.” 

Since then, Lana - who 
played Plenty O’Toole in 
the 1971 James Bond film 
“Diamonds Are Forever” 

- has told The ENQUIRER 
she firmly believes Wag- 
ner is involved in Natalie’s 
death! 

She cited new infor- 
mation gathered by 
detectives, and the fact 
that the Coroner’s Office 
officially changed the 
cause of Natalie’s death 
from “accidental drown- 
ing” to “drowning and 
other undetermined fac- 
tors.” 

Lana told The ENQUIR- 
ER: “I know who killed my 
sister,” adding that she 
believes former “Hart to Hart” star 
Wagner thinks he’s “untouchable.” 

She revealed that police recently flew to 
Colorado to interview her former broth- 
er-in-law at his home there, but Wagner 
again refused to cooperate. 

At the end of her letter, Lana pled: “I am 


nearly 70 years old, and would hope and 
pray for the truth before my life has end- 
ed as well. I’m begging you to reconsider 
facts.”

According to Dennis, a furi- 
ous Wagner shouted: “Do you 
want to f*** my wife?” 

Wagner then smashed a bot- 
tle of wine, and Natalie fled 
the main cabin. 

While Wagner has admitted 
arguing with Walken, he said 
he later looked in on his wife 
in their sleeping quarters but 
never saw her again until her 
body was later recovered in 
the water. 

Dennis has challenged that 


position: According to his 
recollections, the couple had 
a brutal fight during which he 
heard “things (objects, possi- 
bly people) hitting the walls.” 

AT ONE POINT, Dennis claimed 
he glanced out of his “pilot 
house” window and saw the 
couple on the yacht’s aft deck. 

He alleged: “They moved 
their fight outside ... You could 
tell from their animated ges- 
tures they were still arguing.” 

Fifteen minutes later, Den- 


nis said Wagner informed 
him that Natalie may have 
returned to shore aboard the 
yacht’s small “dinghy,” noting 
that Wagner appeared “ner- 
vous and disheveled.” 

Dennis said Wagner delayed 
the search for his wife before 
the dinghy was found a mile 
from the yacht - and a mile 
from where Natalie’s body 
was eventually found. 

The cops’ new forensic de- 
velopment is considered a 
significant step in potentially 


solving the 33-year Hollywood 
whodunit, according to top 
Los Angeles private investiga- 
tor Dan Hanks. 

“The police have taken the 
extraordinary step of recre- 
ating what Dennis told them 
- the C CSI’ evidence is now ab- 
solutely critical in determining 
Wagner’s guilt. If I was him, I’d 
be very concerned - it looks 
like Wagner’s time is running 
out!”

He’s been serv- 
ing time at Lovelock since his 
2008 conviction that includ- 
ed armed robbery. 

For now, O.J. remains fear- 


ful Blu will try to 
attack him again, 
added our source. 

“O.J. is so afraid 
that he’s no longer 
eating his meals 
in the prison caf- 
eteria,” said the 
source. “He’s 
eating in his cell 
instead. When he does leave 
his cell, his cell mate, who is 
nicknamed ‘Smoke,’ usually 
escorts him.” 

The only saving grace 
for O.J. is that Blu has a 
parole hearing in mid-April, 


said the source. 

The snitch added: “I’m sure 
O.J. is hoping and praying 
that Blu is granted parole and 
leaves prison soon.”

using the bathroom at night! 

“THE CHILDREN TOLD teach- 
ers that they were scared and 
that Alexis had broken a mirror 
when she could not get out of 
her room to use the bathroom,” 
Jon, 38, alleged in the docu- 
ments, which were submitted 
to the Berks County [Pennsyl- 
vania] Court of Common Pleas 
as part of his campaign to win 
greater control of the kids, 
whom he said are being treated

The documents were filed 
one year after the couple an- 
nounced their plans to divorce 
on their TLC reality show but 
were kept secret - until now!
